Moral Implications of the Galley Case 


- 
There are moral and philosophical 


-implications in the conviction of Lt. 
_William Galley, Jr., of the premeditated 
"murder of civilians at My Lai which are 
bound to puzzle many Americans. 


To put the Galley case in perspective, 


we must go back to the Nuremberg trials 
following World War II, when for the 
first time in history the victors in a war 
put leaders of the vanquished on trial for 
"crimes against humanity." Officers in 
the government and military forces of 
both Germany and Japan were tried and 
convicted and executed or imprisoned 
for the murder of civilians in wartime. 


To the defense of those on trial, who 


pleaded that they were only following 
orders, we, the prosecutors, responded 
that government and military leaders in 
wartime have a responsibility to moral 
law, and that they had an obligation to 
refuse to follow orders when their ac- 
tions violated those moral principles. 


The Galley case sets another 


precedent in military law in that for the 
first time a government has prosecuted 
and convicted one of its own military 
leaders for violating moral law, i.e. the 
killing of civilians in wartime. 


And certainly not many Americans 


will condone such killings. 


But the sympathies of many 


Americans go out to Lt. Galley because 
he is the first to be singled out and tried 
for the My Lai massacre. And we all 
wonder how far up the chain of com- 
mand the .Army will now go in 
prosecuting- 
officers 
who 
were 


responsible for the operation at My Lai. 


The case also raises this interesting 


question. The Army has now convicted 
an officer of murder for actions under 
the stress of combat conditions which he 
claims were ordered by higher 


authority. Yet discipline in any military 
organization, particularly under combat 
conditions, depends absolutely on 
unquestioning obedience to orders. 


The Galley case seems to establish 


the principle that any soldier has the 
right, in fact even the duty, to question 
orders if they involve actions which 
violate moral code, presumably in- 
cluding his own interpretation of a moral 
code. Suppose then that an individual in 
the military service of the United States 
believes fervently in the Biblical com- 
mandment, "Thou shall not kill." And 
suppose he personally applies this 
commandment to an enemy soldier in 
uniform as well as a civilian of an enemy 
country. 


What then should this individual do 


when ordered to take part in a military 
operation involving the killing of enemy 
soldiers? Or what about the crew of a 
bomber ordered to attack a target where 
civilians are involved? 


Sidney Harris raised this moral 


question in a column on this page several 
weeks ago. Governments excuse their 
citizens from the moral commandment 
against killing fellow human beings, he 
declared, when it suits the purposes of 
the state to war against other states. 


The Galley case brings the whole 


Vietnamese war to a crescendo of 
confusion. Quite possibly Lt. Galley may 
have the satisfaction in future years of 
knowing that he was a victim of the total 
moral bankruptcy which allows a nation 
to be duped into sending its citizens to 
slaughter the citizens of other nations. 
He is a victim of a war which has 
become so meaningless that hopefully it 
will be the last one this nation will ever 
wage except to repel an actual invasion 
of its homeland. 


The Rules for Wiretapping 


' • Attorney General John Mitchell 
continues to argue that he alone, as an 
agent for the President, has the 
authority to order wiretapping without 
court permission when he feels that the 
national security is at stake. The case, 
which is going to court, involves a young 
woman member of the Weathermen. 


Mr.. Mitchell. points out that court 


approval must still be-gained for other 
cases before wiretapping can be used. 
ButAfie>insists that only federal in- 
formation, not likely to be readily ac- 
cessible to a court, must be the deter-, 
mining factor when the national security 
is concerned. 


He may be right although we have 


some pretty deep fears that this is only 
moving us one step closer to Big 


Brother. The Justice Department gets a 
lot of its information from the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and we are not 
always sure we agree with the threats to 
national security as interpreted by 
F.B.I. Director J. Edgar Hoover. 


However, we must wonder exactly 


how. far Mr. Mitchell's bugging ap- 
paratuses will go. President Nixon, 
Secretary of Defense Melvin Laird and 
some high ranking military officers 
have been meeting in naturally secret 
sessions at the California White House. 
Even by a rather narrow interpretation, 
these discussions involve national 
security 
since 
wide 
ranging 


decisions on Vietnam, Laos, Cambodia 
and the Paris peace talks will be made. 
It would be nice to have a bugging device 
in that meeting room. 


Another Coup in Argentina 


Once again a Latin American nation 


has experienced an overthrow of its 
governmentand.it is not the first time for 
Argentina. 


The causes, as usual, are many, but 


primarily there are two main reasons. 
One is the human matter of a striving for 
power and control. The other is the 
unstable political and economic climate 
that harasses all underdeveloped 
nations. The possibilities for military or 
revolutionary coups in such areas are 
great and the frequency with which they 
happen are evidence of the problem. 


Actually the president who was 


overthrown in Argentina was put in 
power by a military coup only nine 
months ago. But his major problems 
erupted in the province of Cordoba. 
Wages were held down and a far right 
wing governor was appointed in an area 
that has been essentially liberal. Clearly 
this was a matter of poor judgement on 
the part of 
President Roberto 


Levingston who had only to look at the 
similar fate of his predecessor, General 
Juan Carlos Ongania, who was ousted in 
1969;.under similar conditions. 


Cordoba is obviously a most unstable 


area in Argentina. In.four and a half 
years it has had eight governors put into 
office by the military regime which has 
controlled the central government. 
There is considerable student unrest, as 
in so much of Latin America. There is 
also antagonism between the residents 
of Cordoba and those of Buenos Aires. 
The latter consider the Cordobans 
provincial and the Cordobans naturally 
resent the attitude. 


As usual with military regimes, the 


new one in Argentina promises national 
elections and an eventual return to 
civilian rule as soon as conditions are 
normalized. The newly appointed 
president, General Alejandro Lanusse, 
•is said to believe in civilian rule. But the 
"normalizing" of conditions have turned 
out to be pretty nebulous affairs in a 
great many countries where the military 
holds control by means of power rather 
than the ballot box. Somehow we don't 
think Argentina is going to be much 
different under its new leadership, 
which is really merely a change in name 
and not in real control.

nam. But at the heart of the 
debate, as a masterly survey 
of the literature by Neil 
Sheehan of the New York 
Times reveals, there is a 
confusion of terms. 


The term "war crime" can 


be used in a technical legal 
sense to mean violation of the 
rules prescribed by in- 
ternational conventions or set 
down in such publications as 
the Army Field Manual. For 
example, the Field Manual 
prohibits "any kind or degree 
of violence which is not ac- 
tually necessary for military 
purposes." 


The indiscriminate bombing 


of peasant villages in Vietnam 
on a grand scale goes against 
that canon. In the strict 
technical sense a strong case 
can be made that it is a war 
crime. 


Recall World Warn 


But Vietnam is not unique in 


that respect. This country 
violated the same rule by the 
bombing of German cities in 
World War IL Equally by the 
fire-bombing o£ Tokyo, In- 
deed, those World War H 
actions were probably less 
related to military purposes 
than the Vietnam bombing. 


The term "war crime," 


however, 
has 
another 


meaning besides violation of 
official rules. To most people 
it connotes what Hitler did. It 
has to do with intentional 
savagery, 
with 
willful 


malevolence, 
with

deliberate adoption of beastly 
tactics for the sake of 
•humiliating others. 


By that popular standard,

namese for instance, the in- 
stinct of the United States is to 
condemn atrocities by its own. 
And there lies the rough logic 
of the case against Lt. William 
Galley for his part in the'My 
Lai massacre.

Insofar 
as that is true, Lt. Galley is not 
merely a scapegoat— not just 
like all the others only lower in 
rank.

not 


philosophers, from the pilots 
and artillery officers who did 
far more devastation. For 
they were just doing a job. 


Errors of Judgment 


That is not to say that this 


country is exempt from blame 
for what happened in Viet- 
nam. Many of our leaders, and 
many of us who are followers, 
committed grievous errors of 
judgment 


The original sin — the one 


that applies to almost all of us 
— is moral blindness. We were 
too comfortable with things as 
they were, too persuaded of 
the beneficence of our system, 
too disposed to believe that 
reasonable men would come 
up with reasonable policies. 
We took authority on trust, 
and for too long turned a deaf 
ear to the warnings that 
disaster was in the making in 
Southeast Asia. There was an 
excess of credulity. 


In that atmosphere, over- 


confidence ran rampant. Two 
successive Presidents came 
to 
believe 
they 
could 


achieve a non-Communist 
South 
Vietnam 
— 
the 


equivalent of victory— if only 
they could get a little tune. So 
they told half-truths to the 
public and 
diddled 
the 


Congress 
to gain time. 


Meanwhile they delivered 
their fortunes into the hands of 
the military chiefs. 


With that blanket backing, 


the military chiefs convinced 
themselves that they were the 
true expression of the whole 
country— that what was good 
for them was good for the 
United States. In deference to 
the weapons they had,, they 
developed tactics wholly out of 
keeping with the national 
instinct for fair play. When 
things went wrong, they hid 
the facts as a matter of 
course, blamed the press, and 
misrepresented matters to the 
Congress and the President 


The end result is a genuine 


mess. Abuse of confidence has 
eroded the whole system. It 
will be years before authority 
can easily count on public 
support in this country. But 
bad as things may be, the 
United States is not as one 
morally accursed. A slow 
rebuilding of confidence is 
possible. And it is the reverse 
of useful to inflame tempers 
by loose talk of war crimes.

reviewed the budget. Discussion 
of the proposed merger of the 
two university systems in Wis- 
consin was postponed u n t i l 
Tuesday when that will be the 
only subject of discussion. 


Browne questioned the wis- 


dom of making such significant 
cuts in the budget in the area of 
instruction while other speakers 
told of their concern with specif- 
ic program reductions and to 
the proposal for a faculty pay 
package. 


The governor accomplished 


his main instruction budget 
reductions by requiring that the 
normal sum of money the 
system would get based on 
enrollment projections could be 
spread to cover special academ- 
ic programs. In his policy 
statement Lucey argues that 
most new programs, since they 
are designed for teaching stu- 
dents, can be funded out of the 
money student enrollment gen- 
erates, rather than out of addi- 
tional funds that show up there- 
after as special requests in 
subsequent budgets, 
subsequent budgets.

The 
WSU board of regents and the 
Coordinating C o u n c i l for 
H i g h e r Education recom- 
mended a total of about $19 
million and the governor has 
proposed a $17.9 million pack- 
age he describes as a real 
attempt to raise the compara- 
tive standing of the WSU 


faculty compensation in com- 
p a r i s o n with neighboring 
states and the University of 
Wisconsin. 


"If we're really serious 


about closing the gap (be- 
tween 
the WSU and 
UW 


faculty pay rates) 30 years is 
too long a wait," Wick said, 
indicating that equity would 
not be reached under the 
governor's proposal in a 
shorter period. 


Pay Increase 


The governor proposed a 


package that would include a 
5 per cent salary increase and 
4 per cent pickup of the 
employes share of retirement 
costs in 1971-1972 and a 10.5 
per cent cash increase and 
one per cent cost pickup on 
health insurance for the sec- 
ond year of the biennium. 


The teachers' group had 


proposed a salary increase of 
from 14 to 17.5 per cent the 
first year with a 4.5 per cent 
retirement and one per cent 
health insurance pickup the 


first year, the fringe benefits 
to match those granted other 
state employes up to four 
years ago. In the second year, 
they requested an increase of 
8 per cent in cash salary. 


While the several agencies 


have cut the proposal, Wick 
said, "no group, including the 
Council of Presidents of Wis- 
consin State Universities, the 
Board of Regents of State 
Universities, the Coordinating 
Council for Higher Education, 
or the governor and his staff, 
has offered any significant 
criticism of the need or 
justification of the compensa- 
tion requests as submitted by 
AWSUF." 


Wick reminded the commit- 


tee that the state university 
faculties rank sixth,- among 
six upper Midwestern states 
in terms of pay for compar- 
able higher education systems 
and argued that historically 
the WSU pay has been in the 
middle level in the group.

On that basis he denied re- 


quests for new programs in 
allied health fields at Eau 
Claire and La Crosse, upgrading 
engineering at Platieville, devel- 
opment of an in-school team of 
supervisors for practice teach- 
ers, and improvements in spe- 
cial education instruction.

security. 


The governor proposed a bud- 


get of $240,000 to provide pro- 
fessional security and safety 


directors for each of the cam- 
puses to plan security measures 
and to permit the hiring of two 
additional security officers for 
the Oshkosh and Whitewater 
campuses, the two largest in the 
system. The system had re- 
quested directors and two offi- 
cers for each of the campuses, 
at a cost of $450,000 for the 
biennium. 


Original Deal 


"We didn't get in on all the 


security money in the original 
deal," McPhee told the commit- 
tee referring, to -the rash of 
allocations provided, primarily 
by the Board on Government 
Operations, last year for extra 
protection of the University of 
Wisconsin and state offices and 
the capitol. 


The board had rejected a 


WSU request of about one 
million dollars for security last 
fall, telling McPhee his system 
didn't have enough problems to 
warrant such an expenditure.

Fox Valley Lutheran 
Enrollments Climbing

A slow but steady climb in 


enrollments is being recorded 
by one parochial high school — 
Fox Valley Lutheran. 


In a reversal of the trend: 


incomplete 1971-72 enrollment 
figure stands at 475. an increase 
of 10. More important, there are 
more incoming freshmen than 
outgoing seniors. A total of 117 
freshmen have registered for 
the 1971 school year, compared 
with 106 June graduates. 


"The growth isn't spectacu- 


lar.'' commented the Rev. Ha- 
rold Warnke, principal, "but it's 
steady and it's not decreasing. 


"We're kind of bucking the 


trend a little," he summed up, 
adding that the school's capa- 
city is just over 500, and "we're 
coming close, to that." 


One of the reasons-for the 


increase is that some additional 
area churches have joined'the 
Fox V a l l e y Lutheran • High 
School Federation, and with 
each addition, 'the school has a 
new area to draw from. 


Currently, 22 Fox Valley con- 


gregations belong to the federa 
tion. Students from these have a 
lower tuition rate since the 
parish supports the financial 
burden of the school. The rate 
for these is $234. 


Other Wisconsin Synod con- 


gregations have students in the 
school. Since many donate funds 
for the upkeep, the parish 
students pay a tuition of $360. 
All students from non-Wisconsin 
Synod parishes pay $405 tuition.

estimated cost of $650 per pupil 
per year, Warnke figures.

resources, lumber mill and oth- 
er assets held and managed by 
the Enterprises. 


Several Issues 


The Termination Act and re- 


lated regulations provide that 
every 10 years for a 30-year 
period, shareholders vote to 
continue or abolish the voting 
trust. This is the first such vote 
since termination. 


Shareholders will vote-Satur- 


day on: 


— Extending- the trust for a 


second 10-year period. 


— Enlarging the trust, if the 


vote favors its continuation, 
from seven to 11 members, by 
electing four new trustees and 
filling one existing seat for 
which the term of office 
is 


expiring. 


— Petitioning Congress to 


reconsider the June 17. 1954. 
Termination Act. and in the

Less Fat Pork Roast 


In 'The Year of the Pig' 


The Year of the Pig, as in 


the Chinese calendar, has 
brought in an ample supply of 
pork products for the family. 
But, the pork today isn't the 
same product as five years 
ago. says Quin Kplb, meat 
specialist at.tiie University o£ 
Wisconsin. Pork today is less 
fat. 


He suggests selecting a pork 


roast which has a fresh look. 
"The color is usually a gray- 
ish pink. You will know that a 
fresh looking roast will hold 
the juice during cooking. Pork 
does have some marbling." 
Marbling is a mixture of white 
flecks of fat with the lean 
which gives pork its flavor 
and juiciness. 


Look for well trimmed cuts. 


There is no reason to have 
excess fat on pork roasts. 
Usually one fourth to one half 
inch is recommended for best 


flavor. 


Leave this fat on the roast 


when cooking. The fat con- 
tributes to the taste, juiciness 
and tenderness of the roast. 
'Some of the fat goes into the 
roast itself. It also acts as a 
protective c o v e r i n g while 
cooking. 


Cook the roast in an oven 


heated to 325 to 350 degrees. 
It's not necessary to overcook 
pork. Use a meat thermome- 
ter to determine doneness. 
The internal temperature of 
the roast should be 170 de- 
grees.

Committee on the Judiciary

No Illusions 


Mrs. Shriver stated that 


BPW has no illusion that "the 
Equal Rights Amendment mil 
irrevocably remove the in- 
equities practiced aganst wo- 
men; nor that the Amend- 
ment will elevate women to 
their proper political and ec- 
onomic role in a democratic 
society. Neither did passage 
of the suffrage amendment 
totally renovate American so- 
ciety, as many reformers had 
hoped." 


She itemized some of the 


major legislative changes that 
would result from passage of 
H.J. Res. 208: prevention of 
passage of any new state or 
federal laws discriminating 
between men and women on 
the basis of sex alone: invali- 
dation of current state laws 
restricting the contractual and 
property rights of married 
women: removal of ambigu- 
ities, uncertainties and prohibi- 
tions regarding a married 
woman's right to use her own 
name or choose her domicile; 
nullification of state laws that 
arbitrarily p r o v i d e greater 
penalties for female law viola- 
tors than for males; and 
cessation of relief for women 
from jury duty on grounds not 


available to men in many 
states. 


Discussing other ramifica- 


tions of the proposed Amend- 
ment. Mrs. Shriver differenti- 
ated between "sex" and "ec- 
onomic" need, saying, "If a 
wife receives alimony just 
because she is female, we 
believe this unequal, unneces- 
sary and that this would 
violate the 
Equal Rights 


Amendment. As women in- 
creasingly enter the labor 
market, changes may be ex- 
pected in this area. Certainly 
we may expect changes in the 
dependency concept." 


Disarming Women 


Regarding the draft, she 


said, "We are convinced that 
regardless of whether the 
current selective service sys- 
tem continues or some other 
modification is adopted, that 
the law can register non- 
discrimination as to the sexes 
without necessarily 
arming 


women for the front lines. All 
laws must balance the inter- 
ests, needs and abilities of a 
nation and its people. 


"We feel confident that on 


this issue of military service 
and non-discrimination, equal- 
ity can be resolved with due 
regard to the dictates of 
national interest and security. 
Thus passage of the Equal 
Rights Amendment w o u l d 


pose no insurmountable prob- 
lem." 


Pointing out that "the Social 


Security Law is badly weight- 
ed at this time against work- 
ing wives in favor of depen- 
dent wives," she listed several 
ways it could be resolved with 
"due consideration given to 
both the working and depen- 
dent wife." 


One of the major arguments 


of opponents to an Equal 
Rights Amendment has al- 
ways been that it would 
abolish s t at e "protective" 
laws for women. Mrs. Shriver 
stated. "We believe that the 
term 'protective' no longer 
applies to this kind of legisla- 
tion. Certainly at one time 
special labor regulations for 
women were protective be- 
cause these were the only 
labor laws on the books; there 
were no federal or state laws 
protecting a worker as to the 
hours of employment, wages 
due or healthful and safe 
working conditions. Passage 
of the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment would invalidate these 
special labor regulations for 
women." 


Mrs. Shriver said that wo- 


men need the same things 
men workers need, such as 
broad coverage by federal 
wage and hour legislation and 
adequate guarantees against 


occupational hazards, and that 
existing s t a t e "protective" 
laws simply enable employers 
to deny women jobs, promo- 
tions, seniority benefits, wage 
increases and overtime. 


Wages Lower 


Mrs. Shriver said that, ac- 


cording to a Department of 
Labor report, in 1960 women 
made 60.8 percent of what 
men made for comparable 
jobs, and in 1968 the percen- 
tage was only 58.2 percent for 
women compared to men. 


"Studies on women workers 


emphasize the importance of 
judging work performance on 
the basis of i n d i v i d u a l 
achievement rather than on 
sex." 


Continuing, she said, "Hours 


and other restrictions for wo- 
men alone are not only un- 
reasonable but also fundamen- 
tally inconsistent with Title 
VII of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964. 
In August. 1969. the 


Equal Employment Opportun- 
ities Commission concluded 
that those laws which 'prohib- 
it or limit the employment of 
females as to certain occupa- 
tions, nightwork. maximum 
weekly hours of work, weight- 
lifting regulations tend to 
discriminate rather than pro- 
tect." 


Mrs. Shriver referred to the

thing about the Knicks' great 
forward, Dave DeBusschere, 
is he didn't need basketball to : 
make his mark in the sports'' 
history of our time.

Since thre were only 83 other 
hits made off Dave in his two- 
year, 102-inning baseball ca- 
reer, it was Killebrew more 
than anybody who took him 
out of cleats and flannels and 
into sneakers and skivvies. To 
get in the top 10 of Killebrew 
home runs, you really have to 
have a dependable gopher 
ball. "What were you throw- 
ing him — layups?" DeBus- 
schere'sbasketball team- 
mates used to ask. 


The White Sox front office 


chipped in with its part. They 
paid Dave DeBusschere over 
$100,000 to play for them — 
and then protected him in the 
draft while letting the Detroit 
Tigers pick up Denny McLain. 
"I didn't want to stay in a 
business dumb enough to do 
that," DeBusschere admits. 


Proving that baseball has no 


monopoly on goatish deci- 
sions, the Pistons traded Dave 
to the Knicks for Walt Bel- 
lamy and Howard Komives in 
December 1968. Bellamy, a 6- 
11 center whose stock-uvtrade 
is inconsistency, had been jam- 
ming up the middle for the 
Knicks ever since he came 
there two years before. The 
Knicks already had an all- 
-league center. Willis Reed, 
only they had him playing 
forward. So, Dave DeBus- 
schere had a gyroscopic effect 
on a lot of careers, stabilizing 
pros from Denny McLain to 
W;l'is Reed.

That no longer is true for the 
Catholic educational s y s t e m , 
and could be one of the reasons 
the parents feel there is little 
diffeernce between the parochial 
and public schools. 


The one thing both Catholics 


and Lutheran high schools have 
in common is the places from 
which they draw their enroll- 
ments. 


Since almost all of the stu- 


dents at FVL come from Lu- 
theran grade schools, Warnke 
believes — as do many Catholic 
educators — that the closing of 
elementary schools and even the 
upper grades would be a mis- 
take and could cause an enroll- 
ment drop. 


At FVL, the teachers receive 


a "call," as ordained ministers, 
because they are considered 
religious teachers. One of the 
requirements for these teachers, 
besides a teaching certificate is 
synodical certification. 


Those who have graduated 


from Dr. Martin Luther College, 
New Ulm, Minn, (the Wisconsin 
Synod school for teachers) au- 
tomatically get that certifica- 
tion. However, those who havej 
not. must earn it. either at 
summer school at Dr. Martin 
Luther, or by correspondence. 


It involves such courses as

Arsenic Found in Lake Winnebago at Neenah 


Concentrations of a r s e n i c 


have been found in Lake Winne- 
bago, the U.S. Geological Sur- 
vey has reported. 


The lake is one of over 50 


rivers and lakes in which the 
government reported this week 
having found toxic metals dur- 
ing studies that were prompted 
by last year's discovery of 
mercury pollution. 


Lake Winnebago at Neenah 


was found to have a reading of 
10 micrograms of arsenic per 
liter. The federal report said 
that this is the recommended 
limit and "should not be ex- 
ceeded if a more suitable water 
supply is available."

Fulcer has guided the vil-

MADISON (AP) - The Wis- 


consin Supreme Court upheld 
Tuesday the annexation of in- 
dustrial land by the city of 
Fond du Lac, declaring that 
public right of way should not 
be counted 
into 
annexation 


area. 


The court's decision affirmed 


the city of Fond du Lac's annex- 
jation of 91 acres, including 
property owned by the Inter- 
national Paper Co., Ralston-Pu- 
rina Co, the town of Fond du 
Lac and the town sanitary dis- 
trict, all of whom took the mat- 
ter to court. 


It reversed a decision by 


Judge Jerold E. Murphy in 
Fond du Lac County Circuit 
Court who held that the annex- 
ation was valid only for the 
43.166 acres of city-owned land 
in the annexation area. 


Had Murphy's decision not 


been overruled, the city would 
have effectively been prevented 
from annexing the industrial 
property until it acquired an- 
other 43 acres contiguous to the 
plaintiffs' property. 


The annexation petition on 


which the' city's July 11, 1968, 
a n n e x a t i o n ordinance was 
based contained only the signa- 
ture of the city. 


If streets are counted in the 


area, the plaintiffs own 46.05 
acres and the' city 45.04 acres. 
Without the streets, however, 
the city owns 43.16 acres, com- 
pared with the plaintiffs, 42.23. 


The high court noted that 


streets and highways, which 
have no assessed valuation, 
could not be counted in the al- 
ternate method of petitioning 
for annexation, which requires 
signatures of the owners of 
more than half the assessed 
valuation. 


It also admitted that it "went 


too far in allowing a municipal- 
ity to qualify as an owner" in 
its ruling on the town vs. city 
of Menasha in 1969. 


"Much litigation and prob- 


lems will be avoided in these 
(annexation) cases by the ex- 
clusion of the ownership of 
roads and public highways in 
determining the validity of the 
petition," noted the decision, 
written by Chief Justice E.
